A boat load of rescued 
Titanic memorabilia 
is on the auction block

NEW YORK 'The most famous shipwreck 
of all time is oil the auction block, in- 
cluding passengers' personal belongings 
and even salvage rights to the wreck site 
at the bottom of the North Atlantic Sea. 

The collection includes video footage 
of the ship and recovery effort, as well 
as more than 5,500 artifacts recovered 
from the wreck. T he artifacts consist of 
fine china, silverware, clothing; diamond 
jewelry and other personal items, decora- 
tive items from the boat; and even pieces 
of the ship itself 


The auction, near the shipwreck’s 
centennial, marks the first time artifacts 
collected from the 'Titanic during salvage 
expeditions will be available for sale, al- 
though items gathered from the ocean 
surface or from survivors have been sold 
in the past— for a pricey sum. 

All the artifacts and intellectual prop- 
erty in this auction will be sold as a single 
lot by Guernsey’s auction house in New 
York. In a previous appraisal, the collec- 
tion was valued at S 189 million altogether. 

RMS 'Titanic Inc., a division of Pre- 
mier Exhibitions, has owned the official 
salvage rights to the Titanic and its wreck 
site for the past 18 years. Premier decided 
to auction the collection now because 
“the time was just right,” according to Bri- 
an Wainger, spokesman for the company.

Scott Dietrich’s gotta start Saturday morning 
just right. 

Every year, when Chicago celebrates St. 
Patrick’s Day, he cooks corned beef and flips 
green pancakes for his close friends. That 
kind of breakfast will help him survive the 
rest of the day which is shaping up to be epic 
this year. 

For the first time since 2007, Chicago will 
ring in the actual St. Patrick’s Day on a Saturday 
and it turns out there’s a boatload of other rea- 
sons to let loose.

Add to that the fact that 
the Bulls have the opportunity to beat Phila- 
delphia at home— a feat Michael Jordan and 
company achieved on a Saturday St. Patrick’s 
Day way back in 1990 —and the idea of a mad, 
mad March really starts making sense. 

Don’t forget about the burst of warm 
weather. The city is looking at a high of 76 
degrees and a chance of rain in the afternoon. 

“It’s like the perfect storm,” said Dietrich, 
33, a commercial banker who lives in Lakeview 

Like many Chicagoans, he may need the luck 
of the Irish to make it through the crazy day 

As an organizer of St. Patty’s Crawl Chi- 
cago, Dietrich, along with an expected group 
of 600, will be going on a three-bar crawl be- 
ginning at 9:30 a.m. with a four-hour open bar 
at Excalibur Nightclub in River North. Other 


stops include The Coach House in Lakeview 
and Barn & Company in Lincoln Park. 

“St. Patrick’s Day is one of the biggest bar 
days of the year to go along with the likes of 
Halloween and New Year’s Eve,” Dietrich 
said. “Get ready for lots of people, lots of 
green, lots of beer and no cabs.” 

That’s exactly what out-of-towner Melissa 
Naber will find during her first St. Patrick’s 
Day trip to Chicago. Naber also happens to 
be celebrating her 30th birthday, making the 
day all the more thrilling. 


“We’re all really excited,” said Naber, 29, 
who is traveling from Arroyo Grande, Calif., 
with her boyfriend and another couple. 

She considered boarding a plane to Ire- 
land to mark her March 17 birthday, but she 
recently started a new job and couldn’t get 
the time off for an overseas jaunt. So it was 
between Chicago, which she knew had one 
of the country’s biggest St. Patrick’s Day pa- 
rades, and Phoenix, home to plenty of golf 
courses. 

“For me, every experience I’ve had [in Chi-

In an effort to handle this year’s St. 
Patrick’s Day hoopla, Metra is ban- 
ning alcohol on trains, adding extra cars 
and beefing up staff and security Metra 
spokeswoman Meg Reile said. 

Many parade watchers and partiers

Blago reports to prison as TV scrum follows his every move

Former Gov. Rod Blagojevich arrived at a Colo- 
rado prison Thursday to begin serving a 14-year 
sentence on corruption charges, and TV news 
cameras tracked his every step. 

News cameras followed the former governor 
being driven from Denver's airport and walking 
into the Federal Correctional Institution Engle- 
wood, about 15 miles southwest of Denver, where 
he was assigned inmate number 40K92-424. I le 
wore jeans and a navy sports coat, and carried a 
small backpack. 

Emerging from his North Side Chicago home 
early Thursday to travel to the airport for a flight 
to Denver, an unsmiling Blagojevich, 55, spoke 
briefly to waiting reporters. 

“Saying goodbye is the hardest thing IVe ever 
had to do. Fm leaving with a heavy heart, a clear 
conscience and high, high hopes for the future,” 
he said, 

Blagojevich, a two-term Democrat thrown out 
of office in 2009, has focused on the appeal of his 
conviction and has never admitted to WTongdo- 


ing other than talking too much and displaying 
too little humility. 

lie would be 67 when he emerges from prison 
if he serves the minimum 85 percent of his sen- 
tence, He is married to the daughter of his po- 
litical mentor, a Chicago alderman, and they have 
two daughters, the younger 8 years old. 

Blagojevich was arrested in December 2008 to 
head off what federal prosecutor Patrick Fitzger- 
ald called an imminent crime spree to profit from 
his office, including attempts to sell or barter the 
U.S. Senate seat vacated by President Obama. 

Blagojevich was convicted in two trials— the 
jury failed to reach a verdict on all but one count 
afterthe first trial— and U.S. District Judge James 
Zagel in December handed Blagojevich a 1 4-year 
sentence on 18 corruption counts. 

On Wednesday, in a lengthy parting statement 
before media, neighbors and passe rsby outside 
his Chicago home, Blagojevich recited his ac- 
complishments while in office and expressed op- 
timism about his appeal. He hugged well-wishers 
and autographed anything handed to him.

With two of his lawyers beside 
him, Blagojevich walked into the 
low-security federal prison about 
12:50 p.m. Chicago time. He had 
approached the prison earlier, but 
then headed for a final meal be- 
fore he surrendered. He ordered 
a double patty melt, fries and a 
soda but didn't finish the meal, 
according to Josh Andreakos, 
general manager of Freddy's 
Frozen Custard & Steakburgers.

CTA moves to brand 
popular programs

Would you ride the Mac/s holiday train? Or 
use the Nike Bus Tracker? 

The CTA today moved one step closer to 
accepting corporate sponsorships for its pop- 
ular traditions. 

The cash-strapped agency issued a request 
for proposals to sponsor the annual holiday 
train, the Bus and Train Tracker, the penny- 
ride program on New 'Year’s Eve and the pro- 
gram for free rides for Chicago Public Schools 
students on the first day of classes. 

Sponsorships would include naming rights, 
branding, advertising, communication and 
promotion and an on-site event announcing 
the company’s participation. 

In the case of the holiday train, a two-de- 
cade tradition, the CTA said the look and feel 
of the bedazzled train will not change. The 
agency said it will still continue to control the 


train’s design. 

The CTA experimented with corporate 
sponsorships in 2009, when Apple agreed 
to spend nearly $4 million to renovate the 
North/Clybourn stop on the Red Line in ex- 
change for leasing a strip of city land for free. 
Apple also has first dibs on naming rights. 

The CTA, which began the year with a 
$277 million budget deficit, has been looking 
at new ways to raise cash. The agency’s transit 
board agreed Wednesday to allow alcohol ad- 
vertising on certain sections of the rail system, 
which is expected to generate $3.2 million. 

IMG International is handling the pro- 
posals for the CTA, under an agreement ap- 
proved by the transit board in August. IMG 
was chosen to solicit sponsorships of CTA 
assets. IMG’s compensation is based on the 
number of sponsorships secured. 

Bids are due at noon April 20.

P|AK lAinn Board OKs design team 
l%*l TvVl I for Navy Pier makeover

Navy Pier’s governing board on Thursday ap- 
proved a recommendation to hire a team led 
by the co-designer of New York’s celebrated 
High Line to reshape the pier’s public spaces. 

In a unanimous vote, with Lake Michi- 
gan’s waters sparkling just outside a meeting 
room, board members praised the landscape 
architect James Corner, saying they were im- 
pressed by his creative yet practical approach 
to the proposed revamp. 

“They dreamed big, but they were able to 
do it in a way we could pay for it,” said Sarah 
Garvey chairwoman of Navy Pier, Inc. 

Board members stressed they were picking 
a designer, not a completed design, and that 
they will work with Corner in the next few 
months, possibly incorporating ideas from 
the other four design teams who competed 
for the commission. 

James Reilly the pier’s trustee, said he 
hoped many of the changes to the pier’s pub- 
lic spaces would be built in time for its centen- 
nial in 2016. 

Earlier Thursday, the Tribune reported that 
the pier’s strategic planning committee would 
recommend Corner’s team to the board of 
Navy Pier Inc., the not-for-profit corporation 
that governs and manages the facility All the 
design teams’ plans for the pier were first re- 
vealed by the Tribune in late January

In addition to the 3 -year-old High Line, 
which transformed a once-derelict elevated 
rail line on Manhattan’s West Side into a 
popular 1.45-mile-long public park, Corner’s 
portfolio includes the redesign of what is now 
known as Philadelphia’s Race Street Pier, a 
500 -foot-long pier along the Delaware River. 

Anticipating the pier’s centennial in four 
years, its leaders last year undertook an inter- 
national search for a design team to remake 
the public spaces of the 3,0 00 -foot-long lake- 
front icon. 

Their aim: to remake the pier’s carnival im- 
age, attract more visitors during the winter 
and boost attendance. The pier had 8.7 mil- 
lion visitors in 2010, down from 9 million in 
2000.

A holy future in store 
for Portage Theater?

“If you want to go see the latest Hollywood 
blockbuster, don’t call the Portage Theater,” 
said Dennis Wolkowicz, describing the 
eclectic mix of indies and film festivals that 
are the Northwest Side art house cinema’s 
stock in trade. If a proposed sale of the his- 
toric movie palace goes through, however, 
the building’s future may not include movies 
at all. 

A church called the Chicago Tabernacle 
has put in an offer to buy the Portage, on 
Milwaukee Avenue just north of Irving Park 
Road, and is in the process of petitioning the 
city for a permit that would allow the the- 
ater to be used as a house of worship. The 
sale is not a done deal, but the church’s plans 
sparked an outcry over the weekend after 
Aid. John Arena (45th) whose ward includes 


Portage Park, posted a letter Friday on the 
city’s Everyblock website that expressed con- 
cerns over the possible changes. 

“Let me say loud and clear that I am not 
opposed to the church moving into our com- 
munity,” he wrote. However, “the loss of this 
historic icon in the heart of the Six Corners 
Shopping District would reverse years of 
planning and development. The historic Por- 
tage Theater can serve as an economic engine 
for that area. 

“The problem is, I have a restaurant that’s 
currently in build-out directly across the 
street that won’t be able to get a liquor license 
if the Portage becomes a church.” 

A nondenominational Christian church af- 
filiated with the Assemblies of God, Chicago 
Tabernacle is located in Albany Park and has 
been looking for a larger space. 


Lakeview home’s got a secret past

Forget that the house was once owned by a

WASHINGTON Slowdown. 

So says the Governors Highway Safe- 
ty Association, which is flashing its figurative 
red lights over speeding on the nation’s roads, 
saying that “little progress has been made 
in reducing the proportion of speed-related 
crashes.” 

Although the number of crashes that in- 
volved speeding has dropped— along with 
overall traffic deaths — speeding continues 
to be a factor in about one-third of traffic 
deaths, a new report from the highway safety 
group says. The problem stands in contrast to 
progress in nearly every other area of highway 
safety 

Since 2000, the share of traffic fatalities 


linked to speeding has increased 7 percent, 
while fatal crashes involving occupants not 
wearing seat belts declined 23 percent and 
alcohol-impaired fatalities dropped 3 percent, 
the report said. In 2010, the most recent year 
included in the report, 10,530 people died in 
speed-related crashes. 

“We need to bring the same level of federal 
and state energy to addressing speed that was 
brought to tackling seat belt use and drunk 
driving,” said the highway safety group’s chair- 
man, Troy E. Costales. 

Among the challenges in reducing speed-re- 
lated traffic deaths: 78 percent of state highway 
offices surveyed by the group cited “public in- 
difference to speeding” as the biggest obstacle. 


UNLUCKY 7 

The report expressed alarm that seven 
states-Kansas, Kentucky, Maine, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Texas and Virginia-have 
raised speed limits on some roads “despite 
research showing that an increase in traf- 
fic deaths was attributable to raised speed 
limits” after the 1995 repeal of the national 
55-mph speed limit. Texas has the high- 
est speed limit in the country-85 mph on 
stretches of rural highways. 


Another factor, the group said: cutbacks in 35 
states to the number of officers assigned to 
speed enforcement. 




Afghanistan to U.S.: 
Move NATO troops 


D KABUL Afghanistan’s President Ha- 
mid Karzai (above) called for NATO 
troops to leave Afghan villages and confine 
themselves to major bases after the slaughter 
of 16 civilians by a U.S. soldier, underscoring 
fury over the massacre and clouding U.S. exit 
plans. 

In a near-simultaneous announcement, the 
Afghan Taliban said it was suspending nascent 
peace talks with the U.S. seen as a strong 
chance to end the country’s decade-long con- 
flict, blaming “shaky, erratic and vague” U.S. 
statements. 

Karzai, in a statement after meeting U.S. 
Defense Secretary Leon Panetta in Kabul, said 
as a consequence of the weekend massacre, 
“international security forces have to be taken 
out of Afghan village outposts and return to

VCU shocks again 


No. 5 seed Wichita State 
is tourney’s first big upset

Well, hello again, Cinderella. 

Bradford Burgess scored 1 6 points against 
Wichita State, including the go-ahead 
3-pointer with 1:30 left, to send VCU back to 
the NCAA Tournament’s round of 32. 

The i2th-seeded Rams (29-6), who as a 
No. 11 seed made an improbable run to the 
Final Four a season ago, took the first step 
toward a return trip by holding the high-pow- 
ered Shockers to more than 18 points below 
their season scoring average. 

No. 5 seed Wichita State, making its first 
NCAA Tournament appearance since 2006, 
finished 27-6. 


The teams traded 3 -pointers on four con- 
secutive possessions with less than three min- 
utes to play, the last one coming from Burgess 
for his first points of the second half to put 
VCU up 60-59 with I: 3° left- 

With the game clock at 18 seconds and the 
shot clock at three, Darius Theus (10 points) 
got a friendly bounce on a runner in the lane 
that made it 62-59. Wichita State’s last pos- 
session came down to a desperation 3-pointer 
by 7-foot center Garrett Stutz that was long. 

VCU, which won its seventh consecutive 
game, built a lead as large as 13 points in the 
second half before the Shockers scored 26 of 
the next 37 points to grab their first lead of the 
second half at 59-57 onToure Murry’s 3-point- 
er from the corner. Joe Ragland led Wichita 
State with 15 points.

Park restaurant (a collaboration between Boka Restaurant Group and Bucktown’s The Bristol, where Pandel also 
works) he channeled the country’s love for simple cooking. “It’s the rusticity of something that’s handmade and 
there’s so much work that actually goes into it, but on the plate, it looks like there are only three ingredients hang- 
ing out together,” he said. 



Tajar in, s/4 

This super-thin pasta (1/12 of an inch, to be ex- 
act) made only with egg yolks and flour hails 
from the Piedmont region ( 9 ) and is tradition- 
ally served with sage and butter or a pork ragu. 
Pandel is cooking his version of the latter with 
pork, tomato, garlic and porcini mushrooms. 

Bistecca Fiorentina 

This super-size steak is named for the Florentine 
region and is “something you’d see across the 
board in Northern Italy,” Pandel said. “It’s just 
a beautiful charred piece of beef. It’s about the 
quality of the beef and how simply it is pre- 
pared.” Balena’s steak is a 36-ounce market- 
price porterhouse charred over the wood grill 
and served simply with lemon, sea salt, olive oil 
and a head of roasted garlic. The restaurant’s 
Universo grill, used to spit-roast porchetta and 
rabbit, also was imported from Florence ( 5 ).

Van Camp first saw this noodle in Abruzzo ( 7 ), a region of the country locat- 
ed east of Rome and bordering the Adriatic Sea. The noodle’s ridge-covered 
shape helps it grab onto whatever sauce it’s paired with, making it a match 
for a meaty ragu. At Nellcote, it’s served with duck, mushrooms, yellow wax 
beans and duck cracklings. “Duck and mushrooms is a combination you see 
all the time in Liguria,” (8) a region you’ll find in the northwestern coast of 
Italy, Van Camp said. “We use hen-of-the-woods mushrooms and a Ligurian 
red wine called vermentino.” 



Mortadella 
pizza, $io 

This pizza’s inspira- 
tion comes from two 
very different parts 
of Italy. The crust 
is modeled off of a 
Neapolitan formula 
from the southern 
city of Naples (1), 
while the pork sau- 
sage on top is mod- 
eled after mortadella, 
a traditional cured 
meat from Emilia- 
Romagna, a northern 
region of Italy. Joining 
the mortadella are 
pistachios, ricotta and 
shaved red onions. 


Taglioni,s/o 

This fresh egg pasta usually is 
associated with Piedmont ( 9 ), 
though Van Camp said you 
can find it in the Marche ( 10 ) 
region as well. He cuts the 
noodles to order and serves 
them with oysters, creme fra- 
iche and prosecco, an Italian 
sparkling wine. “The eastern 
Mediterranean coast is far 
enough north to be a good 
habitat for some very tasty 
oysters,” Van Camp says. “The 
prosecco lightens it up just a 
bit and adds a nice acidity.”

Got a beef with the law? 


By Erin Gibbons 

FOR REDEYE 

A new burger spot focused on “fresh eats and 
indie beats” is coming to Lakeview, and it’s 
being brought to you by ... two lawyers? 

Cyrus Rab said he and business partner 
Jeff Kopiwoda wanted to serve healthier, 
higher-quality food than the average fast- 
casual joint. The concept for Indie Burger 
was inspired by the independent, small-label 
sensibility of indie rock. 

“We’re like that for burgers,” Rab said. 
“We’re an independent alternative, not a 
corporate burger place.” 

Set to open Wednesday at 1034 W. Bel- 
mont Ave., the restaurant aims to stand 
apart from the better-burger crowd with 
organic grass-fed beef, house-cured beef ba- 
con, organic greens and veggies, agave- and 
cane sugar-flavored sodas, and custom-made 
sweets delivered daily from Bleeding Heart 
Bakery Rab said local and organic ingredi- 


ents are used whenever possible, and the 
food is free of antibiotics, growth hormones, 
pesticides and other additives. 

Higher-quality ingredients usually translate 
to higher prices, but all burgers and sandwich- 
es are $7 or $8, and salads start at $6. 

Staff members will use eco-friendly clean- 
ing supplies and recycled paper towels, and 
will compost and recycle to create a virtually 
waste-free kitchen. The dining area is equal- 
ly green, with seating made from recycled 
soda bottles, old church pews and reclaimed 
barn wood. Music-inspired touches include a 
wall covered with indie rock posters. 

For the first few weeks, hours will be 
11 a.m.-io p.m. Monday through Thursday, 
11 a.m.-n p.m. Friday and Saturday, and 
11 a.m.-9 p.m. Sunday Next month, they’ll 
start opening at 7 a.m. Monday through Fri- 
day for breakfast.

Part action movie 
spoof, part coming-of- 
age comedy and mostly 
hilarious, “21 Jump 
Street” gives the genre 
of “unexpected re- 
makes of not especially 
significant ’80s TV 
shows” a good name. 

The cop drama that 
helped turned Johnny 
Depp into a heartthrob 
returns as a lightweight 
buddy movie in which 
Channing Tatum’s Jenko 
is the street-smart partner to Jonah Hill’s book- 
smart Schmidt. Those specialties don’t get them 
very far when the young cops return to high 
school and accidentally mix up their new identi- 
ties. It lands Jenko in the AP classes meant for

Schmidt, who poses as Jenko’s brother and par- 
ticipates in track and theater, where he quickly 
warms to a girl (Brie Larson) who pays him more 
attention than any member of the fairer sex did 
when Schmidt was a high school outcast. 

That role reversal is the best decision writer 
Michael Bacall (“Project X”), who shares a 
story credit with Hill, makes in updating “21 
Jump Street.” It pushes both actors out of their 
comfort zones as Tatum reveals the insecurity 
that emerges when a former big man on cam- 
pus becomes an outsider, and Hill embraces 
the in crowd but can’t suppress the wounded 
18 -year-old inside. 

Lest you think “21 Jump Street” represents 


some complicated, insightful portrait of teen 
life, keep in mind that Jenko and Schmidt’s 
mission is to uncover a drug operation. That, of 
course, results in them ingesting the very item 
they’re trying to remove from the school and 
hallucinating until a gym teacher’s (Rob Riggle) 
head turns into an ice cream cone. Tatum’s a 
better comic actor than he gets credit for, and 
he surely gives his all while Jenko, mid-drug 
freakout, jumps through a gong. 

“21 Jump Street” can’t resist a few too many 
dick jokes and its central plotline serves 
largely as a delivery system for rapid-fire, Judd 
Apatow-style humor that should take a breath 
and self-edit once in a while. Yet the movie’s 
a consistent riot with a unique view of high 
school in 2012. Theater and environmentalism 
are cool and cruel, macho posturing is a thing 
of the past. It’s almost enough to make you 
want to go back. Almost.

Will Ferrell’s absurd 
delivery constitutes 
much of what makes 
him hilarious. So the 
actor speaking Span- 
ish, no matter how 
enthusiastic his dec- 
laration of “Quiero 
la muchacha!,” risks minimizing the laughs 
that the big galoot can’t generate with his 
face and often-unclothed body And since 
the posters for “Casa de Mi Padre” claim it’s 
the “funniest movie you’ll ever read,” clearly 
co-producers Ferrell and Adam McKay (‘An- 
chorman: The Legend of Ron Burgundy”) 
expect most of the audience to need the 
subtitles. 

The problem: This occasionally amus- 
ing, feature-length skit doesn’t give enough 
people enough funny lines to say in any 
language. 

Back in “Step Brothers” mode as a disap- 
pointment compared to his brother, Raul 
(Diego Luna), Ferrell stars as Armando, a 
rancher who accidentally killed his mother 
as a young boy (Feel free to let me know in 
what culture that’s funny) With no female 
prospects despite a bevy of beautiful maids 
at his house, Armando cares more for baby 
cows than women until Raul’s fiance Sonia 
(Genesis Rodriguez), displays an appreciation 
for Armando’s romantic streak. 

Often “Casa” giggles at the low produc- 
tion values and melodramatics of Mexican 
telenovelas. Sometimes the relatively 
restrained movie (by Ferrell standards) just 
thinks it’s funny because it’s in Spanish. 
Frequently the deliberately cliche Western 
wastes time telling a story about Raul’s 
war with a rival drug dealer (Gael Garcia 
Bernal), at which point the movie barely 
counts as a comedy. Maybe writer Andrew 
Steele (“The Ladies Man”) thought Fer- 
rell’s presence would keep things light at all

times, but a mid-wedding ceremony mas- 
sacre tends to darken the mood. 

The fundamental joke is not so nice either. 
Whether Armando and Sonia sing a song 
consisting only of the word “La” or a DEA 
agent (Nick Offerman) asks, “Do you speak 
American?,” ignorance toward Mexican 
culture serves as the main punchline without 
many characters or jokes to question, rather 
than encourage, racism and sexism. 

By now movies such as “I Now Pronounce 
You Chuck and Larry” should have estab- 
lished the poor judgment of pointing and 
laughing for 90 minutes only to close with, 
“Lesson learned. No hard feelings?”

‘Posibilidades’ in 
Spanish-language 
comedy with Ferrell

You could call 2010 Will Ferrell’s “Year 
of Living Dangerously.” Not that he sees 
it that way 

“I had a year when a couple of big stu- 
dio pictures kind of fell apart,” he says. 
“That gave me a window to do some 
smaller, different things.” 

Those “smaller, different things” 
included the critically-acclaimed “Ev- 
erything Must Go,” which earned him 
some of the best reviews of his career 
and praise for taking risks. ‘A superstar 
like Ferrell could coast through dispos- 
able comedies,” the St. Louis Dispatch 
noted. But at 44, the high priest of film’s 
“frat pack” doesn’t. 

“Casa de Mi Padre,” open- 
ing Friday, is the other film 
he shot back in 2010, a 
Spanish-language paro- 
dy of telenovelas (Latin 
American soap operas) 
and Mexicanized spaghetti 
Westerns. Ferrell stars as 
the good-hearted, slow-witted 
“other son” of a Mexican ranch 
owner, a man whose land is menaced by 
drug lords. 

Ferrell would be surrounded with 
Spanish-speaking co-stars of great re- 
pute— Gael Garcia Bernal, Diego Luna, 
Genesis Rodriguez. And he’d be speak- 
ing— and acting— in Spanish. Danger- 
ous ground— risky, or as they say in Es- 
panol, peligroso, arriesgado. 

“Three years of Spanish in high 
school and a semester in college,” Fer- 
rell says, laughing at his suitability for 
this project. What was he thinking? 

“I sat down with him, the writer 
and the director and they pitched me 
the idea,” Diego Luna says. Luna was 
to play Ferrell’s character’s “bad seed” 
brother. “I said, ‘This will be in Span- 
ish? Really? How is your Spanish?’ And 
Will said two words, and I thought ‘No 


WAY this will work. It will be a disas- 
ter.’ But a month later, he came back 
FLUENT. He just knew his lines in 
Spanish, but the accent, the inflection, 
VERY impressive.” 

“Casa de Mi Padre,” with its mix of 
love, sex, betrayal and violence, “was 
an idea I’d had years ago,” Ferrell says. 
“Never got around to it. Then I heard 
somebody else was writing a telenove- 
la comedy and I thought, “You know 
what? If I don’t execute this idea, I’m 
going to see somebody else’s version of 
it in theaters.’ And I would HATE to 
be sitting there watching that, knowing 
the opportunity I’d missed.” 

Ferrell worked on his lines, worked 
with a coach and learned how to roll his 
“R’s.” He brought that to the set— of- 
ten cheap, painted backdrop sets with 
fake horses, mismatched backgrounds 
and ineptly placed props. Luna, 
32, got his acting start in tele- 
novelas in his native Mex- 
ico and says the film’s af- 
fectionate mockery of the 
genre is what drew him in. 

“The physicality of the 
characters is so exaggerat- 
ed!” Luna says. “Everything 
they do is BIG. It’s a fun thing 
to do, as an actor, that thing you 
have been trying so hard to stop your- 
self from doing your whole life!” 

Ferrell, no stranger to political in- 
correctness, might have worried about 
crossing the line into ethnic mockery 
with “Casa de Mi Padre.” But when 
Luna and Bernal and veteran Mexican 
actor Pedro Armendariz Jr. signed on, 
he knew he was in the clear. 

“Getting people of that caliber to be 
in it told us we were onto something,” 
Ferrell says. “I think even fans of tele- 
novelas love them for how cheesy they 
are.” 

Luna figures Ferrell has a future in 
telenovelas if the Hollywood thing 
doesn’t work out. “Look at him in this 
movie. Speaking Spanish, acting in that 
style, it changed him, man.”

Rihanna calls Chris Brown 
collaboration Innocent’

Pop star Rihanna called her recent mu 
sical collaboration with ex-boyfriend 
Chris Brown “innocent,” after critics 
and fans split on the duo working 
together three years after Brown as- 
saulted the pop star. 

“We did two records, one for my 
fans and one for his fans, and that 
way our fans can come together. There 
shouldn’t be a divide, you know; it’s mu- 
sic and it’s innocent,” Rihanna told Ryan 
Seacrest on his syndicated morning radio show 
Thursday 

Rihanna provided vocals on a remix of Brown’s 
new dance song “Turn Up The Music” while Brown 
lent his voice to Rihanna’s sexually charged “Birth- 
day Cake.” Both tracks were released last month af- 
ter the Grammy awards Feb. 12. 

“I reached out to him about doing ‘Birthday Cake’ 
because that’s the only person that really it made 
sense to do the record, just as a musician; despite 
everything else, that was going to be the person,” Ri- 
hanna told Seacrest. 


“I thought about rappers 
and I’ve done that so many 
times, and the hottest R&B 
artist out right now is Chris 
Brown, so I wanted him on 
the track.” 

Brown nearly derailed his 
career three years ago on 
the night before the Gram- 
mys after he was arrested 
for beating up his then 
girlfriend, Rihanna. Since 
that time he has tried to rehabili 
tate himself in the eyes of fans, with 
mixed results. 

The musical reunion of Rihanna 
and Brown had social media abuzz 
as fans split on the pair working to- 
gether, with some making cynical 
comments, others calling it a pub- 
licity stunt and many embracing the 
new songs. 

Brown has yet to comment 
openly on the collaboration.

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One night in the (fake) big house

LONDON As the hours approach toward incarcera- 
tion, the nerves begin to fray: The few belongings 
packed in preparation for a stint in the big house 
seem paltry: a towel, a book and even a roll of toilet 
paper. 

But you can’t prepare to think like a prisoner. 

“Inmates” at London’s Hotel Alcatraz lose every- 
thing they’ve brought with them when they walk in 
the door— even the clothes off their backs — as they 
enter a mock-up of the notorious U.S. island prison 
made famous by inmates such as A 1 Capone and 
George “Machine Gun” Kelly 

The hotel, open to the public through Saturday 
may be a publicity stunt for the British premiere of 
“Lost” creator J.J. Abrams’ latest science fiction TV 
series, ‘Alcatraz,” but guests were quickly disabused 
of the notion that this is anything other than a night 
in the slammer. 

Mugshots were taken. Uniforms issued. Belong- 
ings surveyed. Pockets were checked for contraband. 

A guard sitting at a manual typewriter stared up 
on a Wednesday night and asked for a name. 

“Here in Alcatraz, you will address the guards as 
‘sir’!” he growled. 

Sitting in a 5-foot-by-9-foot cell, with nothing 


but a prisoner’s rule book, a menu and a dirt-caked 
sink and toilet, prisoners were left only with their 
thoughts. 

To every guest’s relief, the grimy privy in the cell 
was only for show, and visitors made use of private 
facilities. 

But while the concrete walls of the cell might ac- 
tually have been plaster cast, placed in a dank room 
with bilious blankets smelling like something recov- 
ered from a flood, the feeling that prisoners had lost 
control over their lives seemed real. 

Prisoners were released early the next morning 
after a night’s stay and warned to never re-offend. 
While shockingly not the worst hotel, Alcatraz 
was certainly thought-provoking. 

The longest term at Alcatraz was more than 
8,000 nights and several famous criminals 
such as Capone and the “Birdman” Robert 
Stroud did long stints on “the Rock.” 

Guests said that while they were happy 
they made the choice to sample Alcatraz- 
on-Thames and enjoyed the night, they 
probably wouldn’t be repeat customers. 

Alcatraz is quite possibly the only 
hotel where, at the end of your stay the 
staff shout at you, “Don’t come back!”
